"Helping Horses" 

Swim Benefits Hands and Hooves

In the tradition of holiday dips into area chilly 
waters of local communities to benefit a charity of choice, 
some 60 people took the brisk plunge into the water at the 
Mattapoisett Town Beach on Christmas morning, De- 
cember 25, to benefit the town-based Helping Hands and 
Hooves organization. 

The non-profit Helping Hands and Hooves, 
which is based out of Seahorse Farms in Mattapoisett, is 
dedicated to providing weekly therapeutic riding lessons 
for adults with disabilities. According to organizer Debbi 
Dyson, this is the first year that proceeds from the Christ- 
mas swim were earmarked for the newly-established 
Helping Hands and Hooves. 

"In the past, we've raised money for Community 
Cancer Care and Habitat for Humanity," Ms. Dyson said 
of the now five-year-old event. "But from now on we'll be 
(raising funds) for Helping Hands and Hooves." 

Another estimated 70 onlookers remained safe 
and dry on shore watching the 60 swimmers brave the 
warmer than usual but still chilly Mattapoisett waters at 
11:00 am on Christmas morning. The event managed to 
raise some $1,500 which Ms. Dyson noted would help 
fund lessons for the upcoming spring session. 

"All the money raised will be used for lessons," 
Ms. Dyson said. "Right now we're taking a break with

lessons because it's just too cold. But we'll be starting up 
(again) in the spring." 

Formed just this past year by Ms. Dyson and 
trainer Julie Craig, the Mattapoisett-based Helping Hands 
and Hooves is the latest in a growing trend of programs 
which provide therapy via horseback riding and related 
activities. 

"We currently have eight students, mostly from 
the New Bedford area," Ms. Dyson said. "Some have 
cerebral palsy, some have autism. We were inspired by my 
brother, who is 38 and is autistic. Out of the blue one day 
he decided to try horseback riding and the change in him 
was unbelievable. Being at the farm really changed him 
physically and emotionally." 

Although a fairly new form of therapy, Ms. Dyson 
said recent studies examining programs like Helping 
Hands and Hooves have been very encouraging. 

"There's all kinds of studies that have shown 
these programs work not only for physical therapy but for 
(the students') emotional and social therapy as well," she 
said. "It's amazing to see the progress in some of our stu- 
dents. And not only from horseback riding, but also from 
tending to the horses, too. Just watching some of them 
grooming the horses is amazing." 

Ms. Dyson noted that Julie Craig oversees the 
actual riding lessons at Seahorse Farms and their organi- 
zation has become affiliated with Supporting Adults for 
Independent Living (SAIL) out of New Bedford. Although

Mattapoisett Selectmen's Meeting 

Becemher 28, 2006

A regular meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Thursday, December 28 
at 6:00 pm by Chairman Jordan C. Collyer. Also present 
were Selectman Raymond H. Andrews, Selectman Ste- 
phen J. Lombard, Town Administrator Michael J. Botelho, 
and Assistant to the Town Administrator Melody Pacheco. 

The board first voted to accept a donation of $300 
from the Southeastern Massachusetts Building Officials 
Association to the Town of Mattapoisett's Recreation 
Committee. Following this, they voted to send a letter 
to State Representative William Straus and State Senator 
Mark Montigny on Selectmen's letterhead supporting 
the Massachusetts Association for School Committees 
(MASC) Legislation. 

In the process of reviewing the town budget for 
Fiscal Year 2008 at 6:00 pm, the board met with Town 
Treasurer Brenda Herbeck Town Accoimtant and Suzanne 
Szyndlar. Ms. Szyndlar began the discussion with a sum- 
mary of the minor changes which are a repositioning of 
some line items for a more practical presentation. Depart- 
ment 155 changes involve the inability of many Town Hall 
computers to handle new software. Maintenance agree- 
ments, software programs, replacement, and professional 
assistance will require some adjustment. She advised that 
the whole financial department also needs new software. 
On the whole, the various town departments are main- 
taining good budget control. 

Ms. Herbeck reported that the town has bonded 
some money from the borrowed amount, but $620,399 
remains to be bonded. The school and library figures have 
also changed. The exact amount for the library has not 
been reported, so it is difficult to budget and difficult to 
bond. Town Administrator Michael Botelho stated that he 
would call and have the numbers solidified. The Select- 
men reiterated that they authorized borrowing up to $1.9 
million for the library project. However, all expenditures 
need to be approved by the Town Administrator and the 
Town Accountant. Selectman Lombard suggested that 
since the board authorized $200,000 in change orders.

that should be the maximum amount allowed unless the 
library's Board of Trustees gives the town money to cover 
it. 

The Town Accountant indicated that all such 
construction projects should be authorized as a total 
project, which was not done in the case of the library. Mr. 
Botelho answered that the Capital Planning Committee 
has incorporated that suggestion into all future construc- 
tion projects. 

Ms. Herbeck indicated that the Pension Liability 
for the town should have an appropriation of an estimat- 
ed reserve for this purpose. Mr. Botelho replied that this 
would need an article for the Town Meeting and it will 
not be an item in the operating budget vet.

After approving the report submitted by Ms. Her- 
beck and Ms. Szyndlar, the board thanked them for their 
ongoing efforts to upgrade and facilitate the financial mat- 
ters of the town. 

At 6:35 pm the board met with Building Inspec- 
tor Andrew Bobola to discuss the budget for the Building 
Department. He presented a change in procedures. He has 
consolidated three departments into one resulting in an 
increase in a line item, but a more efficient handling of the 
inspection aspects of the department. The only other in- 
crease was for a software update. The board voted unani- 
mously to approve the proposed budget of the Building 
Department, and thanked Mr. Bobola for his presentation. 
Mr. Botelho suggested that the Health Department, Plan- 
ning Board, and Conservation Commission also might 
consolidate their employee expenses. 

At 6:50 pm Town Clerk Barbara Sullivan indicat- 
ed that an increase in the proposed budget for her depart- 
ment was for the replacement of voting lists which are 
physically falling apart. She also reported that FY06 had 
brought in significant money in passports. The Selectmen 
voted to approve her department budget. 

The final appointment of the evening was with 
Police Chief Mary Lyons. Chief Lyons indicated that no 
wage increases were included in her budget proposals 
because they are still in contract negotiations. Most of the 
increases are for utilities and a slight increase for ambu- 
lance workers. The Selectmen understood that anything

on the bargaining table could show an increase, and also 
thanked her for her presentation. 

Town Administrator Michael Botelho then gave 
an overview of the FY 2008 General Operating Budget. 

"The recommended FY 2008 General Operating 
Budget is a balanced budget if $18,915 million, which is 
an increase of 2.41 percent over FY 2007," he said. 

He estimated that funds available for appropria- 
tion are $19,915 million. Salaries to be negotiated in all 
union agreements and possible increases in the school 
budget are reflected in his estimate that a reserve for these 
increases of $690,459 has been assumed. 

Furthermore, he stated that as a result of growing 
stabilization funds and increased cash flow from quar- 
terly tax billing, the town is beginning to see investment 
revenues which approach $300,000 for FY 2008. 

Key features of the FY 2008 budget are signifi- 
cant increases in Public Works, Culture and Recreation, 
and Fixed Benefits and Insurance categories. Insurance 
increases are better than the industry trend. Increases 
in Public Works show an effort to expand the Highway 
Department's capabilities. Culture and Recreation also 
reflects increased operating costs for the library. 

School budgets will not be available until late 
February or March. The Capital Planning Committee is 
scheduled to complete this year's plan by January 19, 
2007. The Capital Plan and spending articles are all due 
for review by the Board of Selectmen at the first meeting

The current 1993 backup ambulance, costing more 
for repairs each year, will be retired. The one purchased in 
2000 will become the backup vehicle when a new ambu- 
lance is purchased.

At the risk of ruffling some feathers, I have to confess 
to being both disappointed and dismayed at the way certain 
members of the Mattapoisett Library Board of Trustees be- 
haved during a recent sit-down with the Board of Selectmen 
on December 19, 2006. Instead of fostering an atmosphere 
of collaboration and cooperation, the meeting turned out to 
be rather combative and argumentative, putting everyone 
on the defensive in an "us against them" scenario that can 
only hurt what otherwise should be a win-win project for 
the Town of Mattapoisett. 

The facts are these: the current Mattapoisett Public 
Library expansion and renovation project is a unique and 
worthwhile venture that finally earned the stamp of approval 
from Town Meeting voters after a few fits and starts by 
combining three sources of funding: just under $2 million 
from town coffers, as approved by Town Meeting voters; an 
already approved state grant for $1,575 million; and a pool 
of private donations which continues to be collected even as 
construction proceeds — according to Library Trustee Seth 
Mendell at the December 19 meeting, that figure is currently 
close to $1.5 million. 

Taking some recent change orders into account and the 
project's anticipated costs, the Mattapoisett Public Library 
is expected to be completed by July 3 1 , 2007 at a final total 
cost of about $5,170 million. 

So what's the beef, you ask? 

Well, there seems to be some disagreement over the 
funds that are now "in hand" for the project and whether or 
not accrued interest from that money should be put back into 
the project or returned to town's general fund to offset the 
tax rate. Past practice would dictate that any interest earned 
from money awaiting completion of a town-sanctioned 
project would, in fact, go back to the ones who foot the bill: 
the Mattapoisett taxpayers. 

Even past practice aside, Massachusetts General Laws 
are pretty clear about how accrued interest should be handled 
on public projects like this, and the Board of Selectmen 
rightfully suggested the Library Trustees err on the side of 
caution in the event that the books from this project undergo 
a future state audit.

But some like Library Trustee Robert Catley have argued 
that since this project is a rare co-mingling of public and 
private money, the accrued interest now in the bank should 
go back into the fund-raising pool. 

Mr. Catley's frequent interruptions during the meeting 
— whether intentional or not — even served to downplay 
the contribution of Mattapoisett taxpayers by implying they 
only contributed $1.9 million to the overall project cost. 

"This is a public project ... it belongs to the town," 
Selectman Steve Lombard corrected. "The town voted to 
spend so much money on this project. If we were to invest 
some of these monies, that interest should go back to the 
taxpayers." 

I couldn't agree more and with all due respect to Mr. 
Catley and the other hard-working members of the Matta- 
poisett Board of Library Trustees who have been out there 
raising an impressive amount of private donations to support 
the project, when all is said and done, this is a public project 
funded through a clear majority of public money. 

What the Library Trustees need to keep in mind is that in 
addition to the nearly $2 million that Mattapoisett taxpayers 
have agreed to borrow and spend on the project, the $1,575 
million state grant is also coming out of local taxpayers' 
pockets in some form or another ... and I'm sure the bulk 
of the collected "private" donations are from Mattapoisett 
residents and taxpayers, too. So, a clear $3.5 million of the 
total $5,170 million anticipated cost of the library project 
has been committed via local and state taxes. 

While 1 don't mean to downplay the importance of $ 1 .5 
million in personal donations, I'd certainly call this more a 
public project than a private one. 

And, as such, I think certain members of the Mattapoisett 
Board of Library Trustees should be far more agreeable and 
open to the scrutiny that any similar public project would 
come under. The Board of Selectmen were simply exercising 
their due diligence in making sure the project and its funding 
were secure after one year into construction. 

To me, all details of the library project and the various 
sources of funding — be they public or private — should 
be an open book, pun intended.

Rocky Balboa. Starring Sylvester Stallone and Burt Young. 
Directed by Sylvester Stallone. Running time: 102 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG. 

You could trace Sylvester Stallone's life pretty accurately through 
the Rocky movies. Stallone and Rocky Balboa, the punchy but good- 
hearted boxer who put Stallone on the map, started out bums and 
became kings. Then in the '80s, the kings became bums — Rocky HI 
and /Vwere crass junk, exploiting racism and xenophobia, respectively. 
The films were beginning to reflect Stallone's out-of-touch decadence. 
Rocky y was an attempt to return to roots, but nobody took it seriously. 
With Rocky Balboa, though, the bums become kings again. Easily the 
equal of its forefather thirty years ago, the movie is more stirring and 
even more thought-provoking than the grim, overrated Million Dollar 
Baby. 

Those who grew up with Rocky, as I did, will find themselves most 
susceptible to Rocky Balboa'^ charms. It's primitive, manipulative, 
simplistic, all the things the original 7?oc^ was. But I also have to admit 
that when the creaky old Rocky ran up the steps of the Philadelphia 
Museum of Art with his newly adopted dog Punchy, reached the top, 
and punched the air in triumph, I wiped away a tear or two. Because 
those are not just steps. And Rocky Balboa isn't just another Rocky 
sequel — it's the last, coming from an actor/writer/director who, like 
his character, just wants to go the distance one more time. 

Rocky is a widower now — he lost Adrian to "the woman cancer" 
four years ago. He owns a restaurant (named after Adrian) and hangs 
out there somewhat haplessly, regaling the diners with his old boxing 
stories. His brother-in-law Paulie (Burt Young), as irascible as ever, 
paints abstract art during downtime at the meat factory and can't face 
the past, which Rocky seems stuck in. His son Rocky Jr., who now 
goes by Robert (Milo Ventimiglia), toils as a corporate drone and feels 
negated by his father's shadow. It's a pretty bleak picture until an op- 
portunity arises: the current heavyweight champ Mason "The Line" 
Dixon (Antonio Tarver), who has run out of worthy opponents, is talked 
into an exhibition match with Rocky after a computer-simulated match 
between the two puts Rocky on top. 




Gone, mostly, is the empty flash of the previous Stallone-directed 
Rocky films. Rocky Balboa is a classical piece of filmmaking, with 
stately fade-outs and an attentive eye for dialogue nuance. Rocky 
chats up a bartender (Geraldine Hughes) who turns out to be Marie, 
the punky girl he advised to steer clear of the wrong crowd in the first 
Rocky. Marie is all grown up now, with a teenage son who calls himself 
Steps. Hughes, a disconcerting dead ringer for Emily Watson, brings 
some of Talia Shire's reticence and toughness to the almost-romance 
that develops between Marie and Rocky. Stallone shoots on the gray, 
snowy streets of Philly, in its bars and restaurants, harking back to a 
time when locations in movies had c/iflrac?er — the HOs. Rocky Balboa 
is comfortable with the past (it even brings back Spider, the guy Rocky 
defeated pre- Apollo Creed in the first Rocky). 

Then the climactic fight arrives, and after a strong start — in which 
we genuinely fear for Rocky 's sagging flesh and "brittle" bones — Stal- 
lone and editor Sean Albertson get a little too crazy with the flash-cuts 
and impressionistic strobing imagery. One can imagine grouchy Paulie 
squinting at the results and growling "What the hell is this? Lemme see 
the fight\" And eventually Stallone does snap out of it and lets the fight 
choreography lead the editing. Then again. Rocky Balboa isn't really 
about the match, any more than Rocky was (the sequels lost sight of 
that, at their peril). It's about a bum turned king turned bum who finds 
it in himself to reclaim, however briefly, his throne. It's Stallone's King 
Lear, and he's finally ready for it.
